Horse Cara. 
Sr. Part, Minn., Feb. 19.—[Speciat.|—Ofi- 
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cers of the St. Paul and Minneapolis system 
of street railways confirm the report trom 
New York that President Lowry bas con- 
tracted for electrical equipments to the ex- 
tent of $2,000,000 for the lines in the two 
cities. Mr. Lowry is under contract with the 
city governments of St. Paul and Minneapo- 
Us to substitute cables or electricity for horse 
power on ali his lines in the nexteighteen 
months and has concluded to use electricity 
on all except the Selby avenue and Seventh 
street lines of St. Paul (about five and one- 
half miles) which are already operated by 
cable. The Grand avenue electric line, (St. 
Paul) six miles in length, has already been 
equipped and will be opened to traffic on 
Washington’s birthday. The company re- 
ceived bids from the Thomson-Houston and 
Brush companies for furnishing the neces-~ 
sar} motive power for operating th® electric 
lines, but has tinally decided to operate its 
own plant and furnish the electrical power 
from a central station to be established in 
each city. The location of these power 
houses has not yet been decided u but in 
all probability the Minneapolis nt will be 
operated from the huge annex which is being 
builtin the rear of the company’s central 
offices, and that the St. Paul lines will be 
operated from a power house on University 
avenue. The company has closed a contract 
with the Laciede Car company for 120 cars, 
and others will be ordered in a few days. 
It was originally intended to convert the or- 
dinary street cars into electrical coaches, but 
the plan was not found feasible.

John Linahban Says He Could Tell Much, 
bot Declines to Talk Freely. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 19.— [Special. John 
Linaban, a second-hand dealer in books and 
@ prominent mover in the Irish cause, had an 
interesting experience, so the officers think, 
with Keily. 

“They have the right man,” said Mr. Lin- 
ahan this morning. “I recognize one of the 
pictures of him and the description talhes 
well. The man first came here, I judge, 
about Sept. 1. I do not know what 
name he had, though He had a lot 
of books, one of them an Trish-Euglish dic- 
tionary worth $8 or $10. I loaned him $20 on 
these. Then he used to come in frequently. 
He said he had some property up North which 
a Chicago lawyer was closing up for him, 
and when he sold this he would be ready to 
redeem ‘his books.

Mowpay last Senator Blair again claimed

THE NEBRASKA FARMERS AND THE UNION 
PACIFIC. 

In view of the fact that the Union Pacific 
railroad traverses Nebraska from east to 
west; that its freight rates are about 300 per 
cent higher than those charged in the neigh- 
boring State of Iowa; that it refuses to lower 
them when asked to do so by the local author 
ities on the ground that it has a charter from 
the United States; and that the lines which 
are chartered by the State claim that it is un- 
just to force them to come down while the 
Union Pacific remains untouched, it might 
be advisable for Congress to pay more atten- 
tion to what the Nebraska farmers and mer- 
chants ask and less to what the managers of 
the road may demand. 

The latter want to postpone the payment 
of their indedtedness for half a century and 
to reduce the interest to 8 percent. They 
also ask that during that long period they 
may be permitted to remain lords paramount 
of the cultivators of the soil of Nebraska 
and that nobody shall question the fairness 
of thew local freight rates. The farmers of 
every Nebraska county are petitioning tneir 
Senators and Representatives to vote against 
an extension for fifty years or any other pe- 
riod, and to insist that the road sbail make 
its payments as they tall due, and that if it 
fatis to do so it be treated precisely as 
the road treats a farmer to whom it has sold 
land. If he does not make his payments 
promptly his mortgage is foreciosed. The 
men of Nebraska cannot see why the road 
should not be dealt with as it deals by others. 
What is good enough for them is good enough 
for u. 

This unanimous protest of a long-suffering 
community should not pass unheeded. Even 
though it comes from plain farmers who are 
too poor to go to Washington to plead their 
cause in person and whose rude eloquence 
might fall unpleasantly on cultured ears if 
they were to go there, it ought to have equal 
weight with the polished oratory of lawyers 
whom corporations bave the wealth to fee 
but farmers have not, or with the plausible 
statements of the managers of these roads, 
who ride to Washington on passes and whose 
expenses while there are paid out of the ex- 
orbitant tariffs levied on the products of Ne- 
braska farms. | 

The farmers of Nebraska have more faith 
in the greatness of their Government than 
Senators Frye and Davis. They believe it is 
superior to any corporation on earth. They 
believe that that Government which put down 
the Rebellion need not turn tail and run 
when biuffed by a corrupt railroad company. 
They believe that if the United States were 
to insist on enforcing its too long neglected 
richts these roads would “come down” 
with the swift resignation of Capt. Scott’s 
coon. They believe further that if they 
were 60 pig-headed as to refuse to come to 
time the foreclosure of the mortgage by 
the United States and the transfer of the 
control of the roads to other hands would be 
best not merely for the farmers but for the 
whole ceuntry, for it would show that the 
day of corporate influence at Washington was 
drawing to a ciose.

DEMOCRATIC SPITEWORK. 

There is no sufficient reason why the Sen- 
ate should not have ratified the extradition 
treaty with Great Britain weeks ago. That 
it should have waited until this time can only 
be due either to sheer laziness or to deliber- 
ate neglect, which is worse than laziness, 
Even when the treaty finally came up for 
ratification @ sufficient number of Republican 
Senators managed to absent themselves 80 
as to allow the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber an opportunity to make a petty exhibi- 
tion of its partisan, spite against Secretary 
Blaine by threatening to defeat it altogether 
unless their amendments were allowed. 
One of these, defining mansiaughter by in- 
serting the word “voluntary” before it, is 
trivial. The other, striking out the clause 
which made “obtaining money, goods, or 
valuable securities by false pretenses” an 
extraditable offense, is hardly less so. The 
Democratic pretense that it this clauge were 
retained it would be used as an agency of 
persecution for mihor offenses and that 
creditors would collect their debts by trump- 
ing up charges of obtaining money under 
faise pretenses was made simply for the 
partisan purpose of making it appear that 
Secretary Biaine had not been any more suc- 
cessful than his Democratic predecessor in 
securing the largest possible number of 
extraditabie offenses. Senator Evarts clear- 
ly punctured the Democratic pretext by 
showing that there was no danger of persons 
going to Canada who were gulitless of crim:- 
nal action, and that extradition proceedings 
could therefore hardly be used as a vehicle 
for persecuting minor offenders. As a mat- 
ver of fact there is not a boodler in Canada 
who went there to escape prosecution for 
obtaining goods or money by false pretenses. 
The action of the minority was purely 
partisan, but it Ras had the effect to still 
further delay ratification and give those who 
are contemplating rascality fresh opportuni- 
ties to get away with their boodle, for every 
rascal who can get over the border between 
now and the final ratification time will be 
safe. The treaty is not retroactive. It must 
now go back to Great Britain for the action 
of that Government on the amendments or it 
falls to the ground, Fortunately if the En- 
glish Government consents it will do so at 
once and with the smallest possible delay, 
for with ali the charges of circumlocution 
that are made against it in matters of inter- 
national import it always acts with a prompt- 
ness and energy which are in striking con- 
trast to American sluggishness. But at best 
it will require some weeks to secure the de- 
sired result, and meanwhile boodlers will 
improve their time. Since the treaty was 
negotiated there have been sixty-five cases 
of embezzlement in its various forms, involv- 
ing $1,187,064 Not all of these have gone to 
Canada. Some were caught before they 
could start, but the road was open to all, and 
it is still so. How much more time is to be 
allowed the boodiers? 


(HE TRUSTS TAKING ALARM. 

Ten days ago Representative Butterworth 
of Ohio in reply to the question whether he 
would be a candidate for reélection said 
that he should not be if the present House 
did not do something towards a revision of 


I am in favor of the protection of American in- | 


dustries. No man on the Republican side of the 
House believes in that doctrine more thoroughly 
than I do, but our present tariff laws are in such 
a confused and complicated condition that those 
who do not need or deserve protection get a good 
deal more of it than those who do, and nobody 
understands why. 


In other words Mr. Butterworth is in 
favor of the House doing what most of its 
Republican members promised on tne stump 
they would do if elected—revise the tariff, 
but so as to preserve intact the principle of 
the protection of American manufactures. 
He stands on the same platform with Presi- 
dent Harrison, who in his first message said: 

I recommend a revision 6f our tariff law. Some

The inequalities of the 
law should be adjusted, but the tective prin- 


ciple should be maintained and fairly applied to 
the products of our farms as weil as of our shops. 


Mr. Butterworth is in favor of adjusting 
the notorious inequalities of the law which 
shelter trusts. He wants to preserve the 
principle of protection but to better the 
practice—to protect the people more and 
trusts less. For that heis attacked by the 
trust organ of this city, which calls itself a 
Republican paper. It is intimated that Mr, 
Butterworth’s views are colored by the fact 
that he has done some work as a lawyer for 
the Whisky Trust, and that professional 
sympathy has weakened his political judg- 
ment, As the office-seeking aspirations of 
this organ of the trusts have never been 
thwarted by Mr. Butterworth it is safe to’ 
say that there is no personal animus in this 
attack on him, but it has been made by the 
paper purely in its capacity of friend and de- 
fender of whatever trusts, syndicates, and 
combines have any spare cash. It means 
that some of the trusts which are fostered 
by the inequalities im tne tariff laws of 
which the President speaks are afraid that 
the Republicans of the House may take Mr. 
Butterworth’s advice, and have therefore 
ordered that he be. aseaiied. The fact re- 
mains that Mr. Butterworth spoke wisely, 
and that his fellow-members who think of 
asking a reSiection this fall, especially from 
farming constituencies, would do well to 
harken to him and redeem the pledges they. 
made in 1888. i

yond reach of all river pollution, will not be 
fin‘shed two years hence, as was expected, 
but five years from now, and perbaps later. 
It is true that the contractor has met with 
some unexpected obstacles, but they do not 
seem to be so serious as to justify his slow 


rate of speed, 


But however that may be, this delay em- 
phasizes the necessity for purifying the river 
by increasing the quantity of water pumped 
into the canal. Many have been in- 
different to the growing foulness of 
the river and willing to let it fester 
till the completion of the drainage chan- 
nel cleaned it, because they expected that 
early in 1892 they would be beyond fear of a 
pollution of the drinking water. That hope 
must now be abandoned, and, unless some- 
thing is done, fer years spring or summer 
rains may sweep such masses of filth into 
the lake that they will reach the crib and be 
pumped into the mains. There have been 
times in the past when the water supplied 
by the city was not fit to drink. It nas so 
happened thas that has never yet caused an 
outbreak of disease. But it is not safe to 
trust to the immunity of other years. The 
next time the water 1s polluted other condi- 


‘wons may be unfavorabie and the city may 


be swept by an unsparing pestilence. To 
take chances of this kind is criminal mad- 
ness. 

The quantity of water pumped into the 
canal must be increased from the scanty 40,- 
000 cubic feet a minute, which is ali the worn- | 


out worthless Cregier punaps will lift, to 90,- 
000, which is the present capacity of the ca- 
nal. The dilution ought to de 120,000 feet, 
and part of the water should go into the 
Desplames. That can wait for a time, but 
at the earliest possible moment every gallon 
of water the canal will hold should be thrown 
into it. The packers, from whom nothing has 
been heard for some time, should be forced 
to build the much-talked-of settling basins, 
80 that their offal will not go into the South 


Fork and the lake, If they do not hurry, 


and if they show signs of acting with bad 
faith toward a city which has dealt so gener- 
ously with them, their places should be shut 
up till they comply with the law. 

By increasing the dilution and cutting off 
the most offensive refuse which finds its way 
into the river it will be possible to keep the 
latter from drainmg into the lake, and a 
heavy flood may go by without doing much 
It any harm. But it Cregieriam governs the 
counseis of tne city nothing will be done, 
The money which ought to be expended for 
the cleansing of the river and for good wheel 
pumps will be used in paying the. wages of 
unnecessary policemen and in raising the 
pay of City-Huil pets. Then when an epi- 
demic comes the Health Department will 
need an appropriation far in excess of what 
these sewerage works will cost. Should it 
come during the Fair year, when the city is 
crowded with strangers, it will mean the 
sudden and inglorious end of that enterprise. 

The delay in the completion of the tunnel 
makes it all the more necessary that the 
Drainage Commissioners should begin at the 
earliest possible moment the deepening and 
widening of that portion of the canal— 
twenty miles at least—which they will use 
as a part of their great work. When the 
dredges have scooped out the bottom of the 
canal so that it is fourteen feet below low 
lake level the city can erect. pumps at Sum- 
mit ana can throw 150,000 cubic feet of water 
a minute, or any other quantity it pleases, 
into the Desplaines. When that is done 
there need be no fear as to the condition of 
the river, and the completion of the tunnel 
and the drainage channel can be awaited 
with equal serenity.

DESTITUTION IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 

Hearing that the farmers in some of the 
counties in South Dakota were in sore dis- 
tress Toe TRIBUNE sent a trustworthy emis- 
sary there to learn and report the facts. The 
only object of the paper was to give the 
news. If these reports were untrue so much 
the better. If true the wider the publicity 
given to the sufferings of these settlers the 
speedier would they secure relief, 

The state of affairs was found to be fully 


as bad as had been reported. Famine and 


nakedness sat by the hearthstone of many a 
Dakotan farmer. But while the truthful ac- 
counts of Tun TrisuNe were appealing to 
the sympathies of the country there came 
from Dakota itself, from the fellow- 
citizens of these uncompiaining sufferers, 
a chorus of denials of their accuracy. Real- 
estate agents with land to sell, money-lenders 
with mortgages in their vaults, railroads 
which disliked to see anything which might 
check immigration, and politicians with axes 
to grind shouted in sweet unison that every- 
thing was lovely in South Dakota, and they 
were able to find a Chicago paper ignorant or 
malignant enough to serve as their mouth- 
piece. A United States Senator wanted to 
know what business Chicagoans had to inter- 
fere in the private affairs of his constituents 
and threatened to punish this city by depriv- 
ing it of the World's Fair. This same Sena- 
tor also assailed the Governor of his State 
because he had asked for outside subscrip- 
tions to buy seed grain for the drought suf- 
ferers. or f f 

It has not taken long to vindicate both Tun 
Tarsune and the Governor. The South 
Dakota House of Representatives has just 
passed a joint resolution admitting that 
there is destitution. in many portions of the 
State and that if the farmers are to make a 
crop this year seed wheat will have to be 
turnished them. The resolution states fur- 
ther that as the Constitution forbids the 
State or counties doing anything, private 
aid will have to-be asked. Therefore the 
whole matter is placed in the hands of the 
Governor, whose course in asking aid for 
Dakota while he was at the East is thus 
fully indorsed. ' 

It is now officially admitted that there is 
destitution in Dakota. Had there been equal 
honesty in dealing with the facts weeks ago, 
and had not politicians and real-estate agents 
and malicious papers labored so earnestly to 
stop the flow of the currentsof charity, much 
of the suffering in the State would by this 
time have been alleviated. Isis now a much 


harder task to get the needed aid because of | 


the wicked policy of these men. Therefore, if 
subscriptions come in slowly and winter 
melts into spring before the full measure of 
relief has come, the South Dakota farmers 
must not blame the outside world and accuse 
it of indifference to human suffering, but 
they must remember that some of their own 
citizens stood on the border and repelled the 
unsolicited assistance which the columns of 
Tue TRIBUNE were bringing them. 


BILL SPRINGER’S TERRITORIAL OMNIBUS, 

Uneasy Bili Springer is again at his job of 
bringing Territories into the Union by the 
*bus-load, but he will fail as he did before 
when he sought to hitch Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, and Utah to the Dakotas. Evidently ex- 
pecting that the present Congress will let in 
Idaho and Wyoming he now proposes to in- 
corporate these two Territories with Arizona 
and New Mexico ail in one bill. Of course 
his proposition is purely partisan and takes 
no account of the individual qualifications of 
each Territory. If Bill Springer has his way 
they will all come in together or they will 
all stay out together, without any regard to 
the merits of the case, But Bill Springer 
will not have his way. 

Each one of tne four Territories must 
stand upon its merits, and those merits 
should be closely scrutinized lest the old mis- 
take be committed and we find ourselves 
with more Nevadas hung to the Union like 
dead weights. A serious obstacle which 
stood in the way of Idaho has been removed 
by the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
sustaining the constitutionality of the test 
oath. By this decision the Mormon conspir- 
acy to seize Idaho after she is admitted as a 
State is thwarted. The Mormon colonists 
who have poured into the southern part of 
the State are now disfranchised and stripped 
of their political power. The only condition 
to be satisfied, therefore, is that of popula- 
uon and the ability of the people to maintain 
Statehood. The report of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Territories which recommends the 
passage of the bill admitting Idaho says in 
this connection:

establish the validity of the claim, for, while 
Idaho cast 16,025 votes in 1888, Wyoming | 


cast 18,010 votes, and its resources are more | 


than equal to those of Idaho. Congress, how- 
ever, can afford to move slowly in the matter 
of admitting these Territories. It is still a 
matter of discussion whether it would not be 
wiser to divide up Idaho by annexing the 
north half to Washington or Oregon and the 
south half to Wyoming. | 

So far, however, as Arizona and New Mex- 
ico are concerned the Republican party will 
never consent to their admission as separate 
States. Arizona has not the resources for 
Statenood, even if it has the population, and 
it is doubtful if it ever will have. New Mer 
ico has sufficient population, but the charac 
ter of that population is just as effective a 
bar to admission as that of the population of 
Utah. New Mexico is a Mexicanized State. 
The majority of its people are ignorant, un- 
American Greasers. Its churches, schools, 
courts, language even, are un-American. It 
is not titted to be a sovereign American Com- 
monwealth. There is but one way in which 
New Mexico can come into the Union, and 
that is by incorporation with Arizona,’ which 
would restore her old boundaries and entitle 
the two to come in as a single State. In this 
manner the poverty of resources in Arizona 
would be offset by the larger resources of 


New Mexico and the Greaser population of | 


New Mexico would be offset by the American 
population of Arizona. In this matter each

THE CIVIL-SERVICE INVESTIGATION, 


Com missioner Lyman Gives His Version of 

the Campbell Story. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 19.—The three 
Civil Service Commissioners, Mr. Frank 
Hatton, editor of the Washington ost, 
which has made charges against the Com- 
Mission, and a number ot other 
gentiomen were present when the 
House Committee on Reform in 
the Civil Service this evening 
began its investigation. Civil Service Com- 
missioner Lyman was the first witness. He 
testified that his brother-in-law, A. C. Camp- 
dell, was first appoihted by the Commission 
as a laborer, though he had passed an exam- 
ination, and was on the eligible list for ap- 
pointment as a clerk. Campbell had 
received several promotions, one of 
them in April, 1889, when witness was 
the sole mmissioner. In January or 
February Commissioner Oberly had called 
witness’ attenuon to the fact that examina- 
tion questions were being furnished to out- 
siders. The next day he discovered that 
these questions were in Campbell’s hand- 
writing, and at witness’ suggestion tne Chief 
Examiner made an investigation and 
found that the questions had not been 
used. Campbell acknowledged to witness 
that he had written the papers, and said that 
he had copied them fora iady friend in the 
Pension Office who had come to him for as- 
sistance in passing an examination for pro- 
motion. He ig beet regarded Campbell’s 
act as a serious breach of discipline and had 
reprimanded him. 

In response to a member of the committee 
Mr. Lyman said that Commissioner Oberly, 
after investigating tne charges against 
Campbell, stated that it was merely an of 
fense against the technical discipline of the 
office, involving no turpitude, and that a rep- 
rimand would be sufficient pusishment. 

At the conclusion. of Mr. Lyman’s examina- 
tion several other witnesses, including ex- 
Commissioner Oberly, were called, but did 
not respond. Mr. Frank Hatton said he pro- 
posed to prove by Mr. Oberiy that some of 
the statements made by Mr. Lyman were not 


correct. 

It was finally decided to proceed without 
the witnesses whose names had been called. 

Commissioner Rossevelt was sworn and 
gave his testimony concerning tho Campbell 
matter. He said when he had learned of the 
case through newspaper publications Com- 
mis sioner Thompson and himself had con- 
ducted an inquiry into the matter, and after 
questioning several persons and learning 
that Overly had continued Campbell in office 
they had concluded that they were not justi- 
fied in reopening the case. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Proceedings of the National Convention in 
Session in New York. 

New York, Feb. 19.—[Special.]—At today’s 
session of the National convention of Public 
School Superintendents, Superintendent 
William H. Maxwell of Brookiyn read a pa- 
per on What Is the Best Plan of Organisa- 
tion in City Schools?’ He said that 
the defects in the public school 
system are due not to lack of 
ability or enthusiasm on the part of 
educators, but to lack of adequate organiza- 
tion. An ideal system worked out along the 
lines indicated by the evolution philosophy 
would assign certain duties to the State 
which is legally charged with the estabiish- 
ment and control of public schools, and cer- 
tain other duties to local Boards of Education 


ana school officers. 

Superintendent Day said that it was neces- 
sary to organize schools for the accommoda- 
uon of the persistently unruly among the 
pupils. In one city where this had been 
tried for ten years there were only 200 youths 
out of a total of 35,000 who did not attena the 
public schools.

President Merrill E. Gates 
of Rutgers Voliege read a paper on Popular 
Criticism and Suggestions: How Far 
Should Their Influence Extend?’ Among 
other things he said: “But let not the Su- 
perintendent surrender to Common Council 
or School Board or politicians his high 
prerogative of leadership.

A Strong Case Against Him—Mrs. Vail's

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—

dentally shot his wifeafew days ago, was 
arrested in this city today by the Sher- 
if of Lincoln County on a warrant 
sworn out by George P. Slattery, a 
brother of the dead woman, and taken 
to St. Charles, where he was lockea up 
on the charge of murder. He denounced the 
whole affair as an outrage and threatened to 
make it warm for those who had caused his 
arrest.

FOUND THE SETTLERS IN DISTRESS. 


Report of the Chairman of the South Da- 
kota Kelief Committee. 

Prerre, S. D., Feb. 19.—[Special.}—That 
deplorable destitution does exist in South 
Dakota can be no longer successfully 
controverted, for H. H. Sheets of Kingsbury 
County, Chairman of the State Relief Com- 
mittee, bas just returned from a thorough 
canvass of every section which bas sent up 
an appeal for aid and states unqualiflediy 
that the settles are in sore distress in hun- 
dreds of cases. In Miner, Kingsbury, Beadle, 
Faulk, and Edmunds Counties the drought 
was general and the harvest practically a 
failure, while large areas in Clark, Jerauid, 
Spink, Walworth, McPherson, Hand, Hyde, 
McCook, Hanson, Brown, and Campbell 
yielded barely sufficient to supply bread to 
the farmers and their families. 

Mr. Sheets has made a careful estimate of 
the number of bushels of seed wheat which 
must be provided for the needy farmers be- 
fore seeding time ana places his figures at 
from 500,000 to 600,000 busheis, This estimate 
may be accepted as reliable, for tne data 
come in the main from the Board of Com- 
missioners of the several counties. The 
money to purchase this grain must come by 
the way of private and public subscriptions, 
for it is now admitted on all hands that tne 
State or county, under the provisions of the 
Constitution, is absolutely powerless to 
render any aid. 

If seed wheat is to be obtained it must 
come solely by the way of private and public 
donations. This is the sum and substance of 
the situation. The State could aid were it 
not shorn of its power to act in the premises. 
Some think it should act regardless of the 
provisions of the Constitution, ana that the 
present emergency should be passed by the 
immediate enactmentof war measures” on 
the part of the Legislature.

| Industrial Education.’’ 

The following dispatch was sent to New 
York last night: 

The little statement on the docket of Judge 
Anthony's court of Bradbury Bros. va.

Representatives of the Agricultural Inter- 
ests Argue in Favor of the Bill, While 
the Manufacturers Oppose It—The Dis- 
cussion to Be Continued Today—The 
President Sends to the Senate Another 
List of Appointments—Proceedings of 
Congress—Capital Gossip. | 

Wasurnerox, D. C., Feb. 19.—[Special.)— 
The proposed legislation for the regulation 
of the manufacture and sale of lerd was dis- 
cussed before she House Committee on 
Agriculture today by W. W. Kimball of Bos- 
ton; A. J. Wedderburn, representing the 
State Grange of Virginia; W. H. Brigham of 
Onio.

Cotton-Seed Oil company, Philadelphia, pre- 
sented the other side of the question. 

Mr. Kimbali said that since the — 
gress investigated the lard question some 
sthe firms which bad been engaged for years 
in the manufacture of compounds had sud- 
denly come to the conclusion that there was 
a cause for complaint by the legitimate pack- 
ers of hog products and by those who chose 
not to depart from the time-honored custom 
of producing only a strictly pare lard. There- 
upon these manufacturers had decided to 
brand their entire product as compound 
lard.” The largest manufacturing estab 
lishment of the compounds no longer exists 
as a private firm, but has been merged into a 
trust, which Mr. Kimball called the “ com- 
mon- oil trust,” and therefore the opposition 
to the measure came froma powerful organi- 


zation.

In transmitting the Sioux agreement to the

RAID ON THE MARKET, 


Chicago, Burlington aed Quincy and Rock 
Island the Chief Sufferers, the Former 
Declining 2 1-2 and the Latter 1 1-2 
Per Cent—Other Grangers Down Frac- 
tionally—The General List but Slightly 
Changed—Why the Public Is Abandon- 
ing Wall Street. 5 

New York, Feb. 19.— [Special.] The bears 
haa their inning today. Nearly all their en- 
ergies were concentrated on Chicago, Bur- 
hngton and Quincy and Rock Island. The 
latter represents more than a fourth of the 
aggregate of transactions. It was sold down 
by traders of high and low degree and by 
one or two houses having Chicago connec- 
tions. It closed & above the lowest, but still 
shows a net decline of 144 percent.

War SPECULAIION Is FALLING OFF. 


The Public Tired of Being Robbed by Man- 
agers of Corporations. 


Nuw York, Feb. 19.—[Special.|—It 1s the 


common cry in Wall street nowadays that 
the business of the Stock Exchange has 
somehow been destroyed. The public no 


longer appears, as it formerly did, to create a. 


prolonged movement by its irresistible pur- 
chasing power. 

The game, Wall street complains, has been 
left to the brokers themselves and the pro- 
fessional operators, who can make but a lim- 
ited amount of profit in the long run when 
they have only each other todevour. Many 
explanations are given of this state of things, 
but nearly all, especially those given by the 
brokers themselves are wrong. The specu- 
lative spirit does not die out, at least with 
Americans, and Wall street itself is the 
cause of the decline in public interest. 

Wall street has been systematically and 
scientifically milkea for years by the specu- 
lative managers of corporations whose se- 
curities are offered for sale. When these 
speculative managers want to unload the 
news officially ulated is of the most favor- 
able character. en stocks hoist and the 


public buys, and the manager uoloads and 


gets short and ntly discovers that all 
the rose-colored views were erroneous. Offi- 
cial information of a different character is 
then circulated. Stocks drop five or ten or 
twenty points. Just when the most dismal 
mformauon is distributed «me man- 
ager buys again and presently the 
great advance ip the stock invites the 
— to come some More aud getshorn. It 

not strange that the public gets tired of 
playing ust joaded dice. ear after 
year more of the important stocks get into 
this interesting condition, and the public 
learns to avoid them, perhaps pay.ng for its 
lesson. It has come to be a matter of almost 
universal notoriety that when stocks become 
cliqued or pooled, so that a single manager 
or a small combination of managers can con- 
trol the market, there is invariably an at- 
tempt, w&ich.is generally successful, to milk 
the market and plunder the public. When 
Wall street learns to stop this dishonest man- 
agement of properties for speculative ends it 
may hope for outside orders again.

CHARGES AGAINST A BISHOP. 


Sensational Developments in a Charch Trial 
at Cleveland, O. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 19.—Bishop Randolph 
Dubs ot the Evangelical Association was 
placed on trial today at Salem church for 
conduct unbecoming a Christian. Fifteen 
clergymen constitute the trial committee, 
and Bishops Esher and Bowman of Chicago 
are present. 

The charges against Bishop Dubs are that 
he accused the Rev. M. Ptitzinger of Buffalo, 
N. V., and R. B. Esher, a son of the Bishop, 
with having falsified a telegram which he 
sent several years ago, and which referred 


to church business, and that on two occasions 


he was iamiliar in his conduct toward two 
women. One of the women was eating am- 
ner at her home when he eatered and placing 
his hand upon the back of her chair he asked 
if her **dinner was good.” 

The owner instance of familiarity is laid in 
Switzerland, time twelve years ago, and the 
woman in the casea servant at a hotel. 
Nothing criminal is alleged in either case. 

The investigation is being made behind 
locked doors, aithough Dubs was emphatic in 
his desire to have the public admitted. At 
the first session this morning he appeared at 
the church with two stenographers, but they 
were denied admission. His son, the Rev. 
Mr. Dubs of Uhicago, was also refused a 
seat. The Bishop ten asked for a certified 
r each session, and was 
informed that he couid look over the official 
Secretary’s minutes whenever he desired. 
He entered @ protest against the admis- 
sion of written testimony unless he was 
given the privilege of cross-examining the 
witnesses. That was impossible as the wit- 
nesses are not here. Bishop Dubs then 
withdrew, declaring that the investigation 
should proceed without his presence, inas- 
muen as he had been deprived of all his 
rights.

Artingstall from demolishing or in any way dis- 
turbing the walls, roof, or any other part of his 
buildings at Nos. 218 to 219 South Canal street

KAVANAUaH GOES FREE. 


JUDGE WATERMAN DECIDES HE I5 
ENTITLED TO RELEASE, 
— 

O'Donnell, Not So Lucky, Must Take His 
Chances with the Jary—Punishment in 
the Jury-Bribing Cases Will Be Light 
for the Crime—The Barber Hoagiand 
Testifies to the Talk in Els Shop— 
Statements in the State’s-Attorney’s 
Office. 


It looks as though the only ones who will 
get punished for the attempted jury-bribing 


in the Cronin case are the men who con- 


fessed, pleaded guilty, and turned State’s 
evidence. Tom Kavanaugh, whom the prose- 
cution was particularly desirous of convict- 
ing as believed to be standing nearest the heaa 
of the conspiracy, will be formally discharged 
this morning, and there is a chance of O' Don- 
nell being acquitteg. 

The State finished its case yesterday after- 
noon. The State’s Attorney devoted the day 
to attempting to establish the connecuon of 
Tom Kavanaugh and Jerry O'Donnell with 
the conspiracy, the evidence in this direction 
being the statement made by Kavanaugh 
when the jury-bribing plot was discovered 
and the testimony of Eddie Hoagiand, to 
whom O'Donnell spoke about getting on the 
jury. 

When the State rested the jury was sent 
to its hotel, and the defense moved that the 
court instruct the jury to find the defend- 
ants not guilty, it being claimed there was 
no evidence to justify the conviction. Mr. 
Byam and Mr. Briggs argued the motion at 
some length. The burden of their argument 
was that while the conspiracy to corrupt the 
jury was fully established the State bad 
failed to prove any connection of Kavanaugh 
and O'Donnell with the conspiracy. It 
was true that the name of Hoagland 
appeared on the “crooked” list, hut it was 
not shown how it got there. e charge 
against O’Donnell rested upon the unsup- 
ported statement of Hoagland, which would 
be contradicted by O'Donnell. No conspiracy 
was shown between Kavanaugh and O’Don- 
nell and there was no evidence to connect 
the defendants with the couspiracy of tne 
others. 

State's- Attorney Longenecker replied that 
O’Donnell became connected with the con- 
spiracy by talking to Hoagland in ſthe same 
way Smith, Hanks, and Saioman had talked 
to other men, offering a bribe. Then Kava- 
naugh inquired about Hoagland, and at last 
the name of the latter appeared on the 
“crooked” list given by Graham to Hanks. 
If Kavanaugh “ did not care about the people 
ou trial in the Cronin case any more than 
about a yellow dog, then he was in the con- 
spiracy for dollars and cents. as Hanks and 
Salomon were. Kavanaugh guve the name 
of Hoagland to Attorney Forrest and proba- 
bly to Graham. All the members of the con- 
spiracy worked for a common design. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Neeley said the 
common interest nad been shown, and that 
all the conspirators had been proved to have 
worked toward the same end, which was the 
gist ot couspiracy. 

KAVANAUGH ENTITLED ro RELBASE. 

Judge Waterman decided that Kavauaugh 
was entitled to release, but O'Donnell wus 
not, His arraigoament of O'Donnell was se- 
vere. In giving his decision Judge Water- 
man went into a discussion of the nature of 
sonspiracy and tne kind of proof required to 
show it. He decided that there was sufficient 
evidence to let the case go to the jury. The 
evidence is unmistakabie,” ne said, that

says the R. T. Mar company, from whom he 
had purchased some goods, entered into a con- 
spiracy with Biggs, te re and Bassett by 
whieh the latter execu a judgment note in 
favor of the Martin Sompana, and, though the 

artnership had long since dissolved, signed 
t with the partnership name and dated it March 
1, 1887. July 19, White says, suit was commenced 
on the note, a judgment recovered, and execu- 
tion secured. On this Biggs sent the Sheriff to 
Oak Park and on the day of White's return home 
in a helpless condition, cleaned out the store and 
turned all the property over to the R. T. Martin 
company, White says he neverexecuted any 
such note asthe claim was made on and never 
authorized Bassett to do 80.

TO MAKE STEEL FROM IRON ORE, 


A Successful Process Viscovered by a Pitts- 
burg, Pa., Man. 

Prrrssvre, Pa., Feb. 18.—[Special. |—Gvorge 
R. Wilson,a young man employed at the 
American Iron Works, has patented a direct 
process for making steel from iron ore. The 
invention bas already been tested and has 
proved most successful, Cast-iron of any 
quality is melted iu a common iron cupola 
furnace and a given quantity is tapped with 
an ordinary crane ladle, which is swuog 
around to the side of the converter. There is 
a firebrick lining to the converter and: a 
conical covering, out of which an iron funnel 
opens. On the bottom are placed a number 
of small cylindrical pots lined with brick and 


fireciay. 

Into the bottem of one of these pots is 
placed a given quantity of crude nitrate of 
soda, the surface of which is leveled and 
covered. with a circular perforated plate of 
thick cast-iron’ At the side of the cylinder 
is a hopper covered by a loose-hinged flap of 
boller plate. This is raised and a iadie full 
of cast-iron is poured into the converter, faii- 
ing on top of the perforated plate. This be- 
comes gradually heated and a reaction soon 
commences in the nitrate, resuiting in the 
development of brown nitrous fumes. These 
are followed by blackish gray and whitish 
fumes mixed with steam. In hive or six min- 
utes deflagration ensues. The converter is 
then attached and the contents of the pot, 
consisting of crude steel and of siag, are 

mptied on the floor. The steel can be used 

sit is, or again heated and rolied into suit- 
able sizes and shupes. The product welds 
well, and is excellent materiai from which to 
make cast-steel.

The Death of Dickens’ Son In Moline, III. 

MOLIN®, III., Feb. 18.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Having been a reader of your paper for the last 
twenty years or more I have grown to believe it 
to be the best daily in the West, and so far as I 
know in the country. Hence I dislike to see 
wrong information in it. Im an article in last 
Sunday's TRIBUNE the writer gives an account of 
the life and death of Francis Geoffrey Dickens, 
son of the illustrious Charles Dickens. I desire 
out of the regard I have for the father of the 
unfortunate man to give through your paper a 
plain statement of facts. 

During the summer and fall of 1885 Dr. A. W. 
Jamieson, @ resident of South Moline, a gradu- 
ate of Edinburg College, and a writer of consic- 
erable ability, visited Canada to look after some 
investments he had there, and while there became 
acquainted with Mr. Dickens. He told me on 
his return of his meeting him and that Mr. Dick- 
ens had promised to visit him the coming sum- 
meer which he did, arriving here about June 1, 

Sunday, June 11, 1886, Dr. Jamieson and Mr. 
Dickens were invited to take dinner with Mr. 
Sam Kennedy, editor at that time of the Daily 
ev ublican, and before dinner the three gentie- 
men took a strollon the hills adjacent to Mr. 
Kennedy's residence. On their return to the 
house dinner was awaiting, and on sitting down 
to the table Mr. Dickens, who was quite warm. 
took a drink of ice water, which produced paraly- 
sis of the heart. He sank back in his chair and 
was at once removed to a lounge in an adjoini 
room, where Dr. Jamieson and Mr. nnedy's 
family did what human hands could relieve 
him, butin spite of their efforts he died in a few 
minutes. 

His body was properly eared for and he was 
buried from the house in which he died. His 
body now lies io one of the most beautiful as 
well as one of the best attended cemeteries in 
the State. 

1 did not have the pleasure of meeting Mr. 
Dickens, but people who did say that he at all 
times while in Moline conducted himself like a 

ntleman, and while, be may have been a 

nking man he was not 80 far as I can ascer- 
tain intoxicated while in Moline,

HOW DEPUTY SAUNDERS MET HIS DEATH. 


United States Marshal Mizell’s Official Re- 
port of the Florida Assassination. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 19.—The official 
report of John R. Mizell, United States Mar- 
shalof Florida, in regard to the Saunders 
case was made publictoday. It isas follows: 

On the 12th inst. he received a tel from 
Deputy-Marshal W. B. Saunders at nsacola 
saying he would leave that night for Quincy for 
a prisoner in the jail there, and asking that the 
Marshal send him any help he might call tor 
while there. He also replied by teiegraph that 
he would leave Pegsac that night and meet 
Saunders at Quincy. He left Jacksonville on the

*I went to the hotel and waited for Saun 
who arrived on the east- train about 
o'clock.

They returned about 1 o'clock, having 
failed to find their man. About 10:50 a. m. Will-
